The mtioutcli « <>£ Aikansas election 


methods' in a )i ith rn city was fittingly 
accompaiucd by t.iu presence of that eminent 
Arkansas carpet bagger, Powell Clayton. 
If a Cincinnati grand jury undertakes to 
investigate yesterday's riotous proceedings 
it cannot fail to take some cognizance of 
Powell Clayton's presence and his move- 
ments and acts in the United States court 
room. A great many persons believe, even 
in this city, that It is a criminal offecse to 
incite men to riot and murder. Whether 
United States Marshal Wright, in his par- 
tisan frenzy, exceeded his authority may 
yet be posbed upon by a congressional com- 
mittee. Whether a great number of Wash- 
ington rascals, among thorn tho man G-en. 
Boyton had Indicted for oneo£ the many 
crimes which he has committed, were in 
Cincinnati on Illegitimate business pertaining 
to tho Elaine cause could readily be ascer- 
tained by tha same committee. The civil 
service commission could, If it chose, deter- 
mine whether any of th» vast number of 
government employes who were hero yester- 
day have been guilty of violating the United 
States laws. 
How much of the Blame 


boodle all these gentlemen expended iu pro- 
ciirinn purity of election could not be as 
easily ascertained by any committee, com- 
mission, or grand jury. The Importation of 
iifljjroes from other states, the > arming'of 
them with clnbs and pistols, and the send- 
ing of them into wards thickly populated 
with Irish is only one of the scandalous per- 
formances of Mr. Blaine'sfriendsyesterday. 
It was cowardly to push these men into 
places where their lives might be (sacrificed. 
It was an insult to the Irish, and-Alexander 
M. Sullivan, aa he watched the' proceedings 
in the court room; ought to havo blushed 
instead of sanctioning it by his silence. 


As those Bepubllcans and'Democrats who 


Visited the court room on business call to 
mind'the day's events, they recognize many 
things which m their cooler moments 'they 
regard, as reprehensible. 
The astonishingly 


large number ol negroes who were admitted 
to tbe court room early in the moining -was 
tba first circumstance to attract attention. 
They were not residents otany large city, as 
their.-manner showed. They resembled mer 
who are hired on the farms in Kentucky 
Arkansas, Georgia and Virginia. • As-somor 
of thorn peered curiously into the big room 
they exhibited bull whips such as are used 
oh plantations and among horses and mules 
They were not the sort of men an hones 
U.nited States marshal would employ to pro- 
tect ballot boxes and to prevent disturbance 
at the polls. 
They had been brought from 


somewhere, however, for 
tha 
purpose 


of 
being sworn in as deputy 
United 


States marshals. Powell Clayton was reco;., 
nizod by them as the superior officer, whom 
it was advisable to obey. They were callet 
forward in squads of tens and twenties and 
bworn in. W hen criticism was passed upon 
them in the presence of District Attorney D 
A. Richards, he admitted that it was an out 
rage to send this class o£ men into the street* 
of Cincinnati to perform duty in any .cause 
Mr. Bichards wentso for as to consult Mar- 
shal Wright. Theresultof the conference was 
the admission that he didn'jt know who ha 
been advising the marshal to take the cours 
he was pursuing. The impression upon th 
district attorney's mind was that tbe marsh 
was certainly acting very curiously, 
l&a 


shal Wright was in constant nonsultatlo 
with-Powell Clayton, who displayed ,grea 
zeal in tho marshaling of the men and tha 
detailing of tham for d.aty. The news w»», 
brought in that there was a flgllt in progreu 
'at one of the precincts.' Clayton reminded 
tha negroes that Hiey. were all .armed, 
and declared that they should-usa their 
arms. Judge Foraker was aske'd If he 
woMd go down "to1 the Eighth wart 
and -assist in quelling a reported!-dis- 
turbance. He eyed tbe miscellaneous lot of 
colored and white deputies that wa» to fol- 
low his lead andMecUnedlP»»their lander.
